The prevention of obesity means reg 
ulatiou of diet, especially in middle Ufe 
and when changing from an active out 
of door oct'Upatiou to a sedentary lu- 
door life. Often the amount of food 
should be cut dowu from oue-fourth to 
one-half, especially avoiding hits and 
sweets, also soft food*, which tend to 
gormandising from dcficleut mastica¬ 
tion and too hasty eating. No wine 
beer or alcoholic drink or tea or coffee 
should be used. At meals eveo the use 
of water should be restricted. Exer¬ 
cise should be taken lu the open air 
and deep breathing practiced to In¬ 
crease the Intake of oxygeu and burn 
up and oxidise bodily toxic matter. 

For those women who are oreratout. 
yet retain a fair amount of |>hyaical 
vigor, tlie day should begin with a cold 
bath, plunge, spray, cold towel rub or 
sponge bath, after wbjch should be tak¬ 
en active exercise In the form of work, 
either lu the o|>eo air or in a well ven¬ 
tilated ' room, horseback riding, bicy¬ 
cling or a brisk walk for an hour or 
more. Exercise In a well ventilated 
gymnasium may be substituted for the 
out of door, but is not so effective and 
Invigorating.
